Probably no town in the state is I 
more patriotic about employing re­ 
turning soldiers than Sedalia, ae- I 
cording to Janies y . Ward, man- j 
ager of the local free employment I 
bureau for l et tu ning soldiers and j 
sailors. 
Practically all employers ' 
have held open the jobs of soldiers 
and sailors who left their employ­ 
ment to serve tin* United States in 
i he world war. 
With few exceptions, Mr. Ward 
pointed out, the boys upon their re­ 
tu r n have been supplied \Vith work. 
M an y who fo r m e rly had no position 
before they went to war have been 
given work through the efforts of 
th e lex a1 bureau. 
All men discharged from the ser­ 
vice ale required to till out a card
